Below will be found a brief synopsis 
of teleprahpic reports received at the 
Head Office of the Bunk of Montreal 
with regard to conditions during the 
past ten days:— 

General. Consistently good weather 
conditions, with absence of any im- 
portant damage from pests or other 
causes, continue to make the crop 
outlook in the Prairie Frovinces high 
ly favourable. Growth is rapid; wheat 
in places is beginninz to head out, 
and over large areas all grain are a- 
head of average at this period. Satis- 
factory conditions also prevail in the 
other Provinces In Quebec warm wea 
ther and heavy rains are causing 
rapid growth in all crops, and the 
outlook is encouraging. In Ontario, 
ideal weather has prevailed during 
the past week, and al: crops are mak- 
ing excellent progress. Similar con- 
ditions prevail in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. In British Columbia rain has 
caused some damage to hay and fruit 
but pasturage is excellent, and roots 
and grains promise a yield above the 
average. Details follow:— 

Prairie Provinces 

Alberta. Western and Northéastern 
Areas: There has been abundant moi- 
sture and crops are doing very well. 
Warm weather is now required, South 
. eastern Area. Conditions are very fav 
ourable, and there nas been plenty of 
moisture. Saskatchewan. Northern 
Area: Crops are growing rapidly; 
wheat is mostly in shct blade and is 
commencing to head out. Southern 
Area: Grains continue. to make fav- 
ourable progress in good growing wea 
ther. Some wheat is headed out. Local 
hailstorms are reported in a few lo- 
calities, but the damage generally is 
not important.

Meyer who was the former owner 
and is now a resident of Spokane, 
Wash., and A. Whyte & Company 
agents for the purchaser that the 
big deal has now being closed. 

For some time past negotiations re 
specting the sale of tnesc lands have 
been carried on by Mr Simpson and 
Whyte & Company acting on behalf 
of their respective principals. In the 
opinion of Mr Whyte, and P. B Bara 
ger, of Whyte & Company this land is 
most desirable for immediate settle- 
ment, there being 3,000 acres under 
cultivation while there are other im- 
provements. The land is now laid out 
in about twenty units which are being 
rented by progressive farmers.

During the past fifty years, fifteen 
years have been added to the life ex- 
pectancy of each new-born infant. 
This has come about chiefly becduse 


the scientific knowleage concerning 


the prevention and treatment of acute 
infectious diseases has been used 

The acute communicable diseases, 
such as measles, diptheria, typhoid 
fever and scarlet fever, are diseases 
of early life. It is generally know 
that they are communicable and dan- 
gerous. It is agreed that they should 
be placed under the control of health 
authorities and that they are a state 
rsponsibility. Other acute infectious 
diseases, such:as' the summer dia- 
rrhoeas of infants, are being success- 
fully combatted. 

As a result. of modern health work 
many people live to rcach fifty years 
of age, but those arriving at the age 
of fifty nave not any greater expect- 
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A prosperous rural population which demands a community 
centre where may be established business, educational, reli- 
gious and entertainment facilities. Where these flourish and 
are active it is safe to surmise that the people of that sec- 
tion realize and appreciate the value to them of such a 


centre. 


What Maintains It ?

Agriculture on Friday for the fifth 

fortnightly crop report of the season. 

Growing conditions have been ideal 

since the last. report was issued, the 

entire province having benefited from 

general rains during the past bisa 
weeks. Crops which appeared some- ; 
what patchy owing to the delayed ger 

mination reflecting the drouth in May 

are showing & much greater uni- 

formity, and little difficulty is antici- 

pated at harvest time as a result of 
this situation. : ; 

Coarse grains have all been mak- 
ing vigorous growth and a great 
many fields of oats and barley are in 
shot blade. All crops have stooled 
much more heavily than was expect- 
ed during the dry periud, with a con- 
sequent improvement in the prospect 
for a heavy yield. A number of dis- 
tricts report that. summerfallowing 
is being temporarily delayed by the 
unusual amount of moisture in the 
soil, Conditions have been ideal for 
breaking and in many localities more 
new land is being brought under cul- 
tivation this season than for many 
years. 

Rain has interfered to some extent 
with haying in the southern part of 
the province where. a very satisfac- 
tory crop of alfalfa and sweet clover 
is being cut. Good progress is being 
made with the thinning of the sugar 
beet crop and a good yield is promis- 
ed from the 6500 acrcs sown to beets 
this year. : 

Crops in the Peace River section 
of the province are somewhat more 
advanced than at this date last year 
and prospects for a very satisfactory 
yield are reported. 

Crop damage has heep confined to 
the effects of hail over very limited 
areas and is negligible, Practically 
no injury from insect pests is. report- 
ed. Pastures have made, renewed 
growth s¢ a result of the’ rains and 
livestock is in very satisfactory con- 
dition. ° 


DR. R. C. WALLACE NAMED 
AS UNIVERSITY PRES. 


The appointement of Dr R. C, Wal- 
lace, professor of geology at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, to the presidency 
of the University of Alberta to, suc- 
ceed Dr H. M. Tory who recently re- 
signed to become chairman of the 
National Research Couneil of Canada 
has been announced during the past 
week by Hon. Perren Baker Minister 
of Education, in the absence of Pre- 
mier Brownlee. 

Dr Wallace brings to the position 
of president not only a high degree 
of scholarship, but also a wide ex- 
perience in administrative work out- 
side the usual field of university ac- 
tivities. During the past few years he 
has held the post of Commissioner of 
Mines for the province of Manitoba, 
and he is also a past president of the 
Canadian Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgy. It is felt that Dr Wal- 
lace’s training and experience along 
geological lines will le of. considerable 
value in connection with many of the 
problems relating to tne development 
of Alberta’s mineral and other re- 
sources. 


DIPTHERIA AFFECTS 
HUMAN HEART 


Diphtheria is an acute communic- 
able disease caused by certain bacilli 
which lives best in the throat of little 
children. These bacilli form a power- 
ful poison which desuoy certain tis- 
sues of the body. The tissues most af- 
fected are the nerves, the heart and 
glands, as well as the throat. The ef- 
fect of this poison or toxin may be 
temporary or permanent. Hight per- 
cent of all diphtheria is cured in 
ninety-nine percent of cases where 
antitoxin is used in adequate dosage 
during the first twenty four hours of 
the sore throat stage of the disease. 
Antitoxin when given to well children 
will prevent them from contracting 
diphtheria for a period of from three 
to six weeks Toxin-Antitoxin, how 
ever will prevent the occurence of 
diphtheria for at least five years in 
all people and this immunity will last 
for the lifetime of many. Toxin-Anti- 
toxin is administered vy a physician 
in three doses at intervals of one 
week One series of three doses is suf- 
ficient to immunize eighty percent of 
all children. Some children who have 
a very low resisting power against 
diphtheria will require a second series 
of three additional doses. 

The Schick Test has been devised 
to determine definitely whether a 
child is susceptible to diphtheria and 
would contract it if exposed or 
he is immure. Nearly all 
children under school age are suscept 
ible after they are over six months of 
age. All children between the ages of 
six months and sixteen years should 
be given one series of toxin-antitoxin 
Not less than six months and not 
more than one years inter they should 
be given the Schick Test. This will 
tell which of the children need the 
second series. Toxin-Antitoxin pre- 
vents diptheria. Tak? your children 
to your doctor and have them im- 
munized. Make Canada u country safe

SUPERVISION 


Supervising in our rral schools to- 
day is' almost non-existent consisting 
only of a more or less,.hurried visit 
once a year of the ivspector and re- 
sults in little more than informing 
the teacher, school board and the ‘De- 
partment of Education in a general 
way of the strong and weak points 
of the teacher and the issuance of a 
report of the inspector.

vision demands a visit {o many school 
rooms at least five or six times a year 
and in scme cases even more than 
that. , 

A Specific example will serve to il-

Although a person at all skilled in 
the work can tell whether the gener- 
al tone of the school is good or poor, 
the inspector’s visit becomes almost 
entirely one of inspection distinct 
from that of supervision.

It is entirely the business of the 
people in London, or rather of the 
British Government as to who shall 
be the head of the London Police 
Force The selection of Baron Bying, 
former Governor-General of Canada,

It 
seems to minimise the importance of 
Canada in the Imperial scheme of 
things. We have rather come to re- 
gard .the person of our Governors- 
General as being almost as sacred as 
we regard that of the King Perhaps 
that is an ultra-Loyalist view, never- 
theless it expresses what many,of us 
feel. We have looked upon the office 
of Governor-General us a most exalt~ 
ed one, which undoubtedly it is. All 
this may be said, and 1s said without 
eny feeling of flunkeyism or snobbery 
We simply deal wito facts as_ they 
present themselves be*ore us. 

Of course, it does not matter where 
or how a man serves, so long as he 
serves. A man who is u good street- 
sweeper is a good public servant. A 
good cop is not to be despised (there 


1are so few of them). There is dignity 


to labor even in its humblest forms. 
Yet from Governor-General to Chief 
of Police is as descent. What is to be 
feared is that is our Canadian Gover- 
nors-General, when they give up be- 
ing Governors-General, are to become 
plain, simple policerjent, or stock- 
brokers, or newspaper editors, say 
then the old time respect for the of- 
fice and esteem for its occupant may 
disappear. It may be that in the ex- 
pression of these views there is a 
tinge of egotism. Perhaps we think 
too much of ourselves in Canada.

The Crop Report 


Early sown wheat is well headed 
out in most sections of the province 
j and all grains are making splendid 
growth, according to Hon. George 
Hoadley, minister ct agriculture, on 
Saturday morning in discussing the 
| provincial crop outlook. 

Growing conditions in the last two 
; weeks, he said, had been ideal, the en 
tire province deriving benefit from 
the plenteous rains. Crops which ap- 
peared somewhat patchy owing to de- 
layed germination reflecting the 
drouth of May, were showing much 
better uniformity and it was anticipat 
ed that at harvest time little diffi- 
culty would be experienced as a result 
of this situation. 

Coarse grains had been making vig 
orous growth and a great many fields 
of oats and barley’ were in the shot 
blade. All crops had stooled| more 
heavily than was expected during the 
dry period with a consequent improve 
ment in the prospect for a heavy 
yield. Several districts reported that 
summer fallowing was being tempor- 
arily delayed by the unusual amount 
of moisture in the soil. Conditions 
had been ideal for breaking and in 
many localities more new land was 
being brought under cultivation this 
season than for many years. 

Rain has interfered to some extent 
with haying in the southern section 
of the province, where a satisfactory 
crop af alfalfa and sweet clover was 
being cut. Good progress was being 


: with the thinning of the sugar 


beet crop and a good yield was promis 
ed from the 6.500 acres sown to beets 
this year. 

Crops in the Peace River country 
were more advancec that at the cor- 
responding period last year and pros- 
pects for a bumper yield were bright 

Crop damage had been confined to 
the effects of hail over limited areas 
and was practically negligible. Pas- 
tures had had renewed growth as a 
result of recent moisture.

The first Ar- 
rowsmith map of North America was 
published in 1795 and was “Inscribed 
by Permission to the Honourable Gov 
ernor and Company of Adventurers of 
England. Trading into Hudson Bay. 
In testimony of their liberal Com- 
munications.” Numerous editions of 
this great map were printed, particu- 
larly between 1795 and 1825. It was 
Aaron Arrowsmith, too, who prepar- 
ed the map to illustrate Sir Alex. 
Mackenzie’s “Voyages,” published in 
1801. John Arrowsmith , complied 
many maps for the Imperial Govern- 
ment including the important ones 
showing the discoveries of the British 
(Government) explorers, Captain Pal 
liser and his colleagues, between 1857 
and 1860. Also noteworthy for names 
is the map prepared by Davin Thomp 
son, of the North West Company, in 
1813 and 1814. 

Attention ‘may be-ediled to one 
name on Aaron Arrowsmith’s map. 
It is that of Edgecoal creek, known 
today as rosebud river. Concerning 
this stream Arrowsmith says “Great 
quantity of coal in this creek.” This 
is the first published reference to the 
existence of coal in Alberta, the abun 
dance of which mineral is betokened 
by such names as Anthracite, Carbon 
dale, Colliery, and Coal Valley.
